Report of the School Board. 


During the school fiscal year, two graded schools have 
been maintained for thirty-eight weeks. One week of this 
time belongs to the winter term of 1904, which ended 
abruptly Feb. 19, on account of the failure of the electrics 
to run as scheduled, thereby depriving the school children 
of the Bay Side district of the means of transportation. 
Conveyance by team being provided for these children, the 
schools were opened on March 14 for a spring term of 
fifteen weeks. At the end of the second week of this 
term, the electric road again being in running operation, 
transportation by team was abandoned in both the Bay Side 
and the south districts, the School Board deciding, instead, 
to divide among the school children of the latter district 
all the transportation money remaining, after deducting the 
cost of car tickets for scholars of the former district ; the 
money to be apportioned according to the attendance of 
each pupil, as shown by the school registers. This plan 
was carried into effect during the remaining thirteen weeks 
of the spring term, and also throughout the fall and winter 
terms, of eleven weeks duration each. 

The amount of money which could legally be used for 
transportation was 25 per cent. of $1,674.53, or $418.63 ; 
the $500 appropriation for High School tuition and contin- 
gencies not being available for this purpose. 

Twenty-four children have been supplied with electric 
car tickets during a part or all of the year. . Four children 
have been furnished with steam car tickets, as this arrange- 
ment was better suited to their accommodation. The 
tuition of two scholars has been paid in a Stratham school,

the cost being the same per week as car fare on the 
electric road, and substituted therefor. One scholar in tne 
south district was allowed to attend school in Rye, receiv- 
ing the same amount of money as he would have had he 
attended in Greenland. 

The cost of transportation for the thirty-eight weeks has 
been as follows : 


School team in South district, three weeks, $ 19 20 
School team in Bay Side district, two weeks, 15 00 
Electric car tickets, 122 15 
Steam car tickets, 15 50 
Tuition at Stratham, 13 50

During the spring term the whole number of scholars 
registered in both schools was 60, the average attendance 
55.  Sixty-six scholars were registered during the fall 
term, with an average attendance of 56. In the winter term, 
58 were registered; the average attendance, 45. The 
School Board desires to call the attention of parents to the 
necessity of a more constant attendance. The best work 
can be accomplished only when scholars attend with regu- 
larity. Not only is the pupil himself a loser by his absence, 
but his classmates also suffer because of his inability to 
keep abreast with them in the classes. |

During a part or all of the year nine pupils have 
attended Portsmouth High School, and two, Robinson’s 
Seminary, Exeter, having their tuitions paid in accordance 
with the provisions of the law. 

As the Grammar and Primary School teachers, Miss 
M. J. Smith and Miss A. E. Scruton, had given good satis- 
faction, they were retained in their respective schools 
throughout the year. 

Deeming it necessary that our children should have 
some instruction in drawing, the services of Miss Mary A. 
Hatch were fortunately secured for this purpose. The 
results of the arrangement have been gratifying to all con- 
cerned, the work accomplished and exhibited being fully 
equal to that of other graded schools, and proving Miss 
Hatch an efficient teacher. As scholars attending Ports- 
mouth High School are marked on their report cards in 
drawing, the desirability of our pupils having this instruc- 
tion, and thus being placed as nearly as possible on an 
equal footing with pupils from other schools, is apparent. 

Another innovation which has given great satisfaction is 
the introduction of vocal music in our schools, with Prof. 
George D. Whittier as teaeher. It is unnecessary to say 
anything in praise of Prof. Whittier’s work, his name being 
sufficient guaranty of its excellency. The pleasure and 
profit with which his tuition has been received are evident, 
both to the parents and to the members of the School 
Board. 

The salaries paid teachers for the year have been as 
follows:

The amount expended for books and supplies has been 
increased this year by the purchase of music books and 
drawing materials; but, with these now on hand, expense 
in this line for some years to come will probably be much 
smaller. The cost of ordinary text-books and supplies 
still continue to be much less than under the former school 
system. A portion of the High School text-books, now in 
disuse, have been sold at the best prices obtainable, and 
the proceeds applied to the purchase of supplies. 

According to the law, a new flag with necessary appar- 
atus was purchased at the expense of the town, for the 
Grammar School. 

Owing to the fact that $160.25, illegally taxed on the 
Littlefield farm for a number of years, was deducted from 
this year’s school money, the balance remaining in the 
treasury is less than was expected. But from the accom- 
panying figures it will be seen that, notwithstanding the 
cost of transportation, the schools have been maintained 
from approximately the same amount of money, for a 
longer period, and with greater advantages, than under the 
old district system. 

The School Board earnestly recommend that the present 
system be retained, anticipating that the benefits resulting 
therefrom will, with each year, be more apparent. 

Thanks are due Miss Effie Philbrook for the kind gift 
of a collection of pictures, which have been used in deco- 
rating our school rooms. 

At the beginning of the spring term the School Board 
offered to the best speller in the Grammar School a prize 
of a Webster’s Unabridged Dictionary, which was awarded 
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to Miss Elizabeth Bennett, at a contest held June 19, 1904. 

A prize offered by Mr. Atwood Adams to the scholar 
making the most improvement in penmanship during the 
spring term was given to Miss Isabelle Smith by the com- 
mittee appointed to decide this question. 

The following prizes have been offered by friends of the 
Grammar School for proficiency in the various branches 
there taught, and will be awarded at the close of the spring 
term of 1905:

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Library Trustees’ Report. 


The Trustees of the Weeks Public Library respectfully 
submit to the town their eighth annual report. 

At the present time there are 4043 volumes in the 
library, an increase of 155 since our last report. They 
comprise 2412 volumes of fiction, 176 volumes of bio- 
graphy, 391 volumes of history, 150 volumes of travel, 194 
volumes of literature, 119 volumes of national history, 173 
volumes of poetry, and 426 volumes of religious and scien- 
tific works and books of reference. 

The library has been open every Wednesday and Satur- 
day afternoon and evening during the year, with the excep- 
tion of three days. Books have been taken out 4324 
times, an average of 42 books each library day. The 
largest number of books taken out on any one day was 80; 
the smallest 11. Of the books taken out 4106 have been 
fiction and 218 history, travel, etc. 

Two volumes have been presented to the library from 
the state of New Hampshire; there have been purchased 
153 volumes.

We urge again upon the patrons of the library that they 
use as much care in handling the books as is consistent 
with their free use. Books must never be marked with 
pencil or ink, or the leaves turned down; and care used 
not to bend back the covers, which soon destroys the bind- 
ing and necessitates the purchase of duplicate copies. 

More use should be made by the patrons of the library 
of the large number of books of history, travel and litera- 
ture that we have on the shelves. 

During the past year the library has sustained an irrepara- 
ble loss in the death of the Honorable John Hatch, the 
senior member and President of the Board of Trustees, 
who, from the opening of the library to his untimely 
removal, rendered the most invaluable service. 

To his wise, discriminating and painstaking care in the 
selection of books, in their arrangement, the method by 
which their circulation is safeguarded, the facility by which 
books are secured and exchanged, and his unwearied per- 
sonal attention which extended to every detail in its man- 
agement, we are indebted for one of the most perfectly 
conducted libraries in the state. 
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The trustees feel sure in making this minute of his emi- 
nent services to the library they voice the sentiments of 
all its patrons.
